NAVAL CRITIC'S 


COMMENT ON THE 


GERMAN REPLY 


(ASSOCIATED CRESS TELEGRAM) 


Berlin, Feb. 18—Via 
London— 


Count von Reventlow, tlie German 
naval critic comments in today's is- 
sue of the Tages Zeitung on the an- 
swer of the German government to 
the American note on the subject of 
the marine war zone around Great. 
Britain. 


The writer declares that the tone 


of the German note, in spite of the 
toap of the American 
communica- 


cion, show-s that Germany is piepar- 
ed to go to the utmost limits com- 
patible with the situation. No fault 
can be found with the declaration 
in the German answer, Count von 
Reventlow declares, that the German 
government like th-* American de- 
sires to prevent occurrences which 
could disturb existing friendly rela- 
tions. 


"One can read only with pleasure 


those parts of the German answer 
which refer to American supplies to 
England and France," the 
writer 


says. "We add^to this that 
these 


shipments of weapons to our enemies 
have filled public opinion 
in Ger- 


many with deep,indignation and bit- 
terness against the United States. 
Statistics of the amount of these 
shipments show that the Germans 
are not now justified m speaking of 
friendly relations-" 


Count von Heventlow then refers 


to the government's assumption that 
neutrals do not intend to offer oppo- 
sition to the forcible' suppression ol 
the weapon trade-with 
Germany's 


enemies and he says that even if the 
German government finds itself dis- 
appointed in this self evident 
as- 


sumption, it will carry its firm de- 
cision through to the end. 


"Submarine 
commanders," 
the 


writer goes on to say, "have 
ibeen 


instructed to avoid damaging Ameri- 
can ships recognisable as such, but 
it must be pointed out that Ameri- 
can ships will he recognizable as 
such only when they are accompan- 
ied by American warships. 


To assume that American 
flags 


make ships recognizable and assure 
their safety would toe a gross miscon- 
ception of the note." 


The National Zeitung says it be- 


lieves the United States will under-
